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ot ſufficient graue Senators, & you blei- 
e people, that Yibins and his aſſociats the 
cke authors and cauſe of the ſaid rebellion, 
tie, hut that you muſt further ad therunto theſe ſeuen 
ind fittte miſerable Senators ? Is it poſſible that they 
re all culpable? No ſurely: for ſeting that they tru- 
ſted to the Romane clemencie, their conſcience was a 
ſure teſtimony of their innocencie. But that could not 
ſaue them from the furie of Fuluius, who to excerciſe his 
crueltie, hath talen from the Senat & people of Rome, 
the meanes as well to ſhew their pittie as their power, 
not conſidering that the worthieſt part of a victorie is 
to ſubdue the ĩuſt deſire of revenge. Wherefore deſpi- 
ſing all authoritie, & chiefely that of his Colleague and 
companion of his victorie, he rather deſired to be ac- 
counted cruelt then mercifull, and neglecting the pro- 
uerb which ſaith, That ſomtimes man ſheweth himſelf 
2 God vnto man, would rather verifie the cõtrary, That 
man is even a woolfe vnto man. Surely our miſerie can. 
not but be great, yetſhould it haue bene more tollera· 
ble, if it had proceeded from the Senate, or people, for 
2 e haue ber n 
dered vpon by many, where now is ſeene buta reuen- 
Sing cruetty,thought on by one alone, and executed 
on the ſuddaine. And ſo much more is this deed eve. 
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your authoritie is woſt deteſtable: 2 — he was in ac- 
ting the ſecond execution at Callie, when the miſerable 
ſoules were not yet all bound to the ſtakes, there came 
(as it were by divine grace, and you goodnes) letters 
from dhe Pretor and people of Nome to ſtay their exe- 
cution rtheleſſe this man his rage alone, preuailec 
more than did the clemencie of all the reſt of you. But 
whatis this man, who preſumerh to be more wiſe, and 
taketh greaterauthoritieypon him, then all the other 85

marke,andit may be himſelfe ſuſpecteth that ſo much is 
alreadie 1 him; which was the only cauſe why 
he was vnwilling tliat the Capuans ſhould be ſuffered 
to ſpeake, dealt for e thing might haue beene diſcloſed 
vnto his preiadice,thewhich I will not affirme, becauſe 
chat it it were ſo, it ought to be more then made mani- 
feſt, ſince that many haue not only bene ſuſpected, but 
allo grecuouſſy puniſned for matters leſſe apparent 
then this: And amangſt others Coriolanus, Manlius, u.

" Thinke moſt graue Senators, that theſe men here 
haue no other reaſon to complain of Fuluius, but on- 
ly becauſe he hath ſaued the liues of too many of the 

Capuans.For it is very certaine that after the taking, or 
ſutrender of Capua, Fuluius cauſed information to be 
made of all thoſe that had borne any good will vnto 
the Romans, and there were found no more then three 
ſilie women, that is to ſay, Veſtia, Oppia, and Faucula Clu- 
nia, who by the hire of her bodie did ſecretly relieue 
the Romans that were in priſon; and the other, did eue- 
ry day offer ſacriſice for the proſpertie & victory of the 
Romans: The third being but a yong girle, was the 
ſame that came vnto our campe, and gaue intelligence 
that thoſe Numidians which fained to be runne away 
from Capua, were ſent for ſpies, and ſome of them were 
found with letters about them, to carrie vnto Hannibal, 
Touching the reſt, it may be ſaid, that although they 
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were all guiltie, yet did Faluius cauſe thoſe onely to die, 
vrho ſurpaſſed the others in authoritie: Wherfore F. 
uius was no leſſe mercifull vnto thoſe whom he ſaued, 
then iuſt vnto them that he executed. But it is the man- 
ner of the wicked, yea of the moſt part of men, ſeldome

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? Of Fuluius, and the 

to remember the wrongs which they doe to others, but 
what iniutie ſoeuer themſelues dee receiue, they neuer 
forget. But the cuſtomeof the wicked, yea of the moſt 
part of men is, to write vp the wrongs which they do to 
others in darke letters that they may quickly bee for- 
gotten, but the grieefs which they themſelues receiue, 
they do graue in copper that they may euer be remem- 
bred: So likewiſe doe theſe of Capua in accuſing Faluius 
of crueliy, tot putting their Senators to death: but they 
do not confeſſe what themſelues haue deſerued. for cut- 
ting in peeces our Gariſons, who neuer oſfended them, 
vnleſſe it were becauſe they were there ready to defend 
them from the fury of Hauniball. Vea the Roman Magi- 
ſtrats & other Citizens were impriſoned, & choked vp 
in publike bathes. And they articulated with Hanniball 
to giue him three hundred Roman priſoners of choiſe, 
to diſpoſe of at his own pleaſure. I pray you tell me the 
what torture do not ſuch rebels (or rather cruell ene- 
mies) deſerue, who more defired the ruin of Rome then 
their owne proper ſafeties? See then what the Romans 
haue gained by receiuing thoſe of Capua into theit pro- 
tectiõ in defending them from the Samnites, & chiefly 
in ſuffering the to line as free born, & our allies, who af- 
ter ſo great kindnes haue ſhewed that they deſired no- 
ching ſo much as to tyrannize ouer, orvtterly to root 
out their protectors. Such is the maner of the vnthank- 
ful, who hauing no deſire to deſerue the fauors by them 
receiued, do not yet ſtick the better to cquer their ingra- 
titude)to cauſe thoſe to fal into ſome miſerie, vnto wh6 
they are moſt bounden, and by that means quite to ex- 
tinguiſh both the remembrance of the benefite, & their 
own duties. And that itis ſo, you did encourage Hanni. 
ball do to that which he dutſt neuer haue atempted, af- 
ter that miſerable oueithrow at Cannas : that is to ſay,

to aſſaile Rome, it they found no es reſiſtance: but

proſperitie: aduerſity enforced you to yeeld your ſelues 
vnto vs, proſperitie cauſed you to rebell. Your miſerie 
makerh you to acknowledge that you are ours, and yet 
you cannot but ſhew your moſt wicked minds in ſlaun- 
dering thoſe who haue reſubdued you vnto vs. If you 
be as you ſay, diſobedient children to the people, doe 
you not know that the parents haue fall authority o- 
uer the life and death of their children? Why doe you 
then complaine ? Sceing that all of you being vnwor- 
thie to liue, we haue executed a few to terrifie the reſt 
from further prouoking vs hereafter to put you all to 
death.

ſhip carricth with ir the authoritic both of the Senate 
and people, in ſuch affaires where expedition is requi- 
red: and it is not for the offenders to demand an ac-

fared bunthole whe by their fauor are ye&iging oug

Whereupon Pacuuius fained 
io detaine-all the Senators as priſoners in the pallane, appoin- 
ung certajne Plabetans there to guard them: then le ſaid an- 
to the people which mere already aſſembled before the pallace, I 
haue the Senators aur enemies in priſon, and am of the opinion 
that all of them ſhould be put to death but to the end that the 
citie may not be deſinute of Magiſtrates , it behaoueth that 
Jon jour ſelues doe chuſe amone ſt you new Senators inthe fteed 
, the others which we ſhal kill, to the end that we may not be 
fupriſed unamares, either by the Romans or any other of our 
enemits, and haue not ſuch as may command and gouerne vs.

Then the people began to looke 
one pon another, and there was not found any that was dee- 


med ſufficient to take that charge pon him. Wher / 
began to accuſe Pacuuius of crveltie,and in the 67 ta ” 
feſted that there was not men enough to befound among ſi them 
worthie to be Senators, and therefore they concluded to leaue 
the Senate euen as it mas. Wherevpon the Senators were both 
delinered and confirmed in their former authoritie. Tet let vs 
ſuppoſe hat it happened. that one among t the Senat ( nolefie 
enuious of Pacuuius hisauthoritie , then ioifall that he was 
ſaued by his ſubtiltie) did long time after accuſe him at Rome, 
affirming that hee onely induced the people unto this edition, 
and that his intention was not to ſaue, but rather to ſlay the e- 
va tors, and began his accuſationin this manner: 


Ndoubtedly ſuch as ſuffer a wicked or vicious 
man to liue in a citie, doe either firſt or laſt re- 
g pent it, yet is it rather commonly too late: 
A How much more then ought they to be ſor- 
tie that ſuffer ſuch men to obtaine the gouernement of 
the Commonwealth, and the honors only due to righ- 
teous and vertuous men, who for the moſt part 
ſhun ſuch authorities, becauſe it is a hard matter to exe- 
cute ſo waightie a charge well. For ſince the wealneſſe 


of man is ſuch, as euen the wiſeſt doe miſtake bad 
things for good, and good things for bad, vntill the ef- 
fect of that which afterward happeneth doth make the 
know their error: How can vitious or wicked men be a- 
ble to doe any thing that is good? Surely honours are 
the true touchſtone whereby the vertue or goodneſſe 
of a man is knowne: for in authority vertuous men do 
Cij mani⸗ 
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manifeſt their goodneſſe, as wicked men do lay open 
their badneſſe, as Ariſlides, Epaminundus, Licurgus, and 
others in all theirauthority did ſhew that vertue was in- 
cotruptible: And Periander,Piſilratus, Liſander and o- 
thers dechred; how much ambition preuaileth ouer 
ſuch as are not perfectly vertuous, whole example Pa- 


cuuius was deſirous to imitate, fot being born in Capua 


a wicked man, and ſeeing that he was there in ſuch fort 
ſuffered to remaine, he dutſt wel make claime vnto dig- 
nities, and obtaining the ſame did afterwards aſpire to 
be tyrant. For by how much they which are vnworthie 
of authoritie , and yet doe attaine there vnto, by ſo 
much the more doth their inſoleneie thereby increaſe; 
and thatinſuch ſort, as they not only doe preſume the 
ſame to be due vnto them, but alſo that there is no go- 
uernement great inough for them, and therefore ſuch 


oppreſſe euen thoſe who haue moſt fauoured them, 


which truly is a iuſt puniſhment which the Gods ſen- 


deth vpon thoſe who fauour the wicked, that euen by 
the ſame themſelues are oftentimes deſtroied. And ſo is 
it iuſtly fallen vpon our Senators, who knowing the vi- 


ces of this man, haue not only permitted him to at- 
taine the moſt principail honors, but alſo by their neg. 
ligence haue ſuffered him to tiranniſe ouer the Senate 


and people, euen to the danget of the liues of the ſaid 


Senators; being ſo audacious as to affirme vnto them, 
that he only was able to defend them from being hew- 
ed in peeces by the people: and afterwards by his raſſi- 
neſſe put all their liues in danger of the peoples inſo- 
lencie. But what had it bene if the people had reſolued 
to doe that which he counſelled them vnto? what aſſu- 
rance had he that ſuch his folly ſnould haue come vnto 


a good end? Truly that was cuen the leaſt of his caro, 


ſeeing 
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ſeeing that it could not happen amiſſe vnto him, for if 


the people ſlew the Senat, he ſhould remaine the prince 
of the people, and the matter falling out as ĩt did, hee 


ſhould remaine lord of the people and Senat together, 
dee both the one and the other, that they were 


ighly bound ynto him: Whervnto the Senat was for- 
ced to yeeld. conſidering the authoritie which by their 
fault, he had gained amongſt the people: yet this had 


beene aſmall hurt if he had beene contented that but 
onely himſelfe ſhould haue beene king, but his actions 


declared that he would confirme the kingdome vnto 
his poſteritie by the means of Hannibal, vnto whom he 


not only brought his ſonne Perolla, but himſelf did ſtay 
him from the killing of Hanniball, and from the procu- 


ling of the freedome of his counttie by this his moſt 


noble act. Finally this noble yong man did very well 


ſhew himſelfe to be the ſonne ofa Roman matron, hol 
ding that noble mind of his mother: How could hee 
chule hut be greeued at the heart ſeeing that by his fa. 


thers words (who rather ought to haue exhorted him 
therevnto) his moſt couragious purpoſe was broken 


from the which this hairebraine man in all vild actions 


did not only diſſuade him, but alſo conſtrained him to 
give it ouer, affirming that if he would not bee ruled by 
him, he would aduertiſe Hannibal thereof, yea & would 
couer him with his own bodie in ſuch ſort as he ſhould 


not be hurt vnleſſe Pacuuius were ſlaine. Thus he alone 


did corrupt the faithfull zeale whichthe child ought to 
the Romans and his countrie. I paſſe ouer with ſilence, 
how that hee was the cauſe that Decius Magius was ſo 


euilly intreated by Hanniball in the preſence of all the 


Citizens, aud then afterwards clogged with chaines to 
be catried to Carthage, if the gods had not ſucccoured 
C j him

drawne vs from you. 


Of Pacuuius, and the 
him better then this honourable perſon, who had ſuch 
credit with Hanniball, that at his banquet was the ſe- 
cond man at the table, and his ſonne the third, and yet 
did not once excuſe, but rather moſt greeuouſly accu- 
ſed poore Magins to haue alwaies fauored the Roman 
faction. Thus hath this vnhappy man betraied his 
countrie foure times. Firſt when hee put the life of the 
Senators to the diſcretiõ of the people: ſecondly, vhen 
he cauſed Capua to reuolt from the Romanes: thirdly 
Var he made an agteement with Harniball, and ſuffe- 
him to enter into Capua: and fourthly, when hee 
kept his ſonne from killing anniball. He will anſwere 
that he alone neither cauſed Capua to reuolt, nor to re- 
ceiue Hanniball, l ſay he did, for vnder the colour of his 
protecting the Senate, no man durſt gainſay him in any 
thing, except Magins who was puniſhed therefore. If 
thoſe who (without calling any ſtranger) doe by no 
ſuch execrable meanes aſpire vnto tyrannie, are gree- 


uouſly puniſhed, What torment then may be ſuffici- 


ent to bee inflicted ypon this wicked man? Who not 


content to haue vſurped the gouernement, and called 
in a ſtranger for his defence, did alſo by threats corrupt 
the good nature of his ſonne. Remember O you no- 
ble Romans that you haue for leſſe fault puniſhed and 


driuen away your kings, and conſider alſo the cauſes 


why we cannot, much leſſe will not be vnder any other 
then you, doe vs iuſtice then vpon him, who hath with -

N Mongſt reaſonable and vertuous men, al vices 
are odious, but aboue all, ingratitude is a vice 
moſt deteſtable, for it is the cauſe that manie 
good turnes are left vndone: for euen as the 
le

iuie cauſeth that tree to die about the which itwindeth, 
and which ſuſtaineth it, ſo an vngratefull man ſeeketh 
the death and deſtruction of him, to whom he is behol- 
ding for many good turnes, which maketh a number 
fearefull to employ themſelues either for the particular 
good of any, ot for the the publicke benefite of many. 
But the noble minds leaue not for all that to doe their 
endeuors, for euen as the ſun is nothing infected by the 
mud vpon which it ſhineth, and as the ſlanders of the 
ingrateſull can no way hurt the true vertue, which euen 
in the middeſt of vices, ſnineth as the light dotſi in dar- 
keſt places, euen ſo this damned man, the more he thin- 
keth to impair my reputatiõ, the more doth he increaſe 
my renowne. For fitſt he ſaith, that Ihaue obtained the 
chiefeſt dignities in Capua, it is then a ſigne that either 
Iam vertuous, or els the reſt of the Citizens that haue 
aduanced me to ſuch authoritie, are al vicious: for eue 
ry one fauoreth his like, & repugneth his contrary. Vou 


ſay that I thinke my ſelfe a tyrant: Where do you find 


that tirants do ſuccot or ſaue the life of ſuch as pretend 
to be equall with them in power: can you denie that 
by mine induſtrie the Senat was ſaued ? Hath not the 
effect made the ſame apparent? Youſay that L brought 
them in daunger, hazarding their liues to the diſcretion 
of the inconſtant people, how is he brought in danger 
who alreadie by his owne fault is fallen thereinto ? Do 


you call it a hazarding, to ſaue mens liues? If you had 
knowne any other meanes more expedient, you oi 
therein to haue giuen your aduiſe? But that in extteam 
euils extraordinary meanes ought to be vſed: So Ik no- 
ing that the euill proceeded aſwell from the ouergreat 
preſumption of the Senat, as from the inſolencie of the 
people, thought to find qut the fitteſt temedie: for each

and other yaliant kings, yea cuen vato. thelaſt Philip, 
they were alwaics in proſperitic : hut after Perſeus was 
their king, they were ſubducd by the Romans, and Per. 
ſeus being vanquiſhed, was carried in triumph to Rome 
by Paulius Emilius. But why ſtand Ivpon ſuch needleſſe 
examples, ſeeing they are infinit and without number? 
Whether had the Romans euer finiſhed their new citie 
amongſt ſo many enuious and cuill diſpoſed neigh- 
bors, without the valor of Romulus their king? Finally if 
my deceaſed father had well conſidered of theſe rea- 
ſons, and that hee had not beene badly counſelled by 
you and ſuch as you are, he had not diſherited me, but 
ſhould greatly haue rejoiced to ſee, that during his life 
I endeuoured to make my ſelfe worthie to ſucceed him 
in his ſeat.

would fotſake all vertue, which takes her beginning frõ 
the feare of Godʒand he which feareth him, is another 
manner of man to his father, then you haue beene to 
yours. Now ſince your father had all theſe reaſons on 
his part, can you ſay he was nota good protector dern |

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by his religion and good lawes, then Ramulus did in the 
building thereof hy his wars: the which to ſpeak truth, 


are verie neceſſarie in euerie new gouernement; but 


where the people doe honour their Prince, and hie is in 
loue and peace with his neighbours, there warlike men 


ate more dangerous then defenſiue, the which we may 


ſee by the Romanes, who neuer were ouercome but by 


their own proper forces, alſò the ſouldiors which were 


in the citie were the deſtruction of the ſame. Therfore 


thoſe princes do wel, who haue the meansto ſend ſuch 
people to exerciſe theit furie in ſtrange counties, for 


armes are alwaĩcs hurtſull in a countrie, vnleſſe it be for 
the defence thereof. You ſay that becauſe you haue 


beene in the warres, your neighbours and ſtrangers 


will ſtand in feare of you: better were it for you to bee 
beloued of them: for euerie one defireth their death, 
of whom they ſtañd in dread. I would haue followed 
you to the wars my ſelfe, if you had gone thether by 
commandement or conſent of your father, ynto whom 


it was griefe enough to bee diſobeied by his ſon, with- _ 


out encreaſing the ſame by the like offences of his ne- 
phew;foriF I had followed your courſe, Iſhould haue 
thought that I might haue giuen him iuſt cauſe to think 
me none of his ſubiect, much leſſe his kinſinan. God 
graunt that this your ingratitude, cauſed him not to 
doubt whether you were his ſonne or not. Touching 
Pirrhus, his anſwere was as wicked as the endof his 
life was wretched. And Perſeus was ouctthrowneonlie 
becauſe he truſted in his forces, proucking by his pre- 
ſumption the Romanes'againft him. You fay that I de- 
ſerue not the gouernementʒ hut your ſatheł being farre

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of his people, and alſo of you: Likewiſe he knew that

more wiſe, hath judged me worthie, and youvnfit. I

paſſion tobecome ſuch a one as in ttuth he oughe not 
to be. am the ſame man vrhich he affirmeth me to be;

He oath of the ſouldior laſteth ſo long as he that 
receiueth it, or he to whom it is made liueth, as we 
haue done vnto our General, who being dead, we 
ate no longer bound. We haue ſworne to ſerue the 
Prince vnder his conduct: following him in all, and by 
all things, into all places, and againſt all men, without a- 
nie exception at all: the which we haue done euen vn · 
till his death, without anie refuſall, or contradiction, 
wherefore hauing performed our dutie, we are no lon- 
ger bound: for we cannot follow him any further, ex- 
cept we ſhould die as he hath done, which would be a 
thing as hurtfull vnto the Prince, to the Common 
wealth, and to vs, as it would be profitable vnto our e- 
nemies, and ill willers, vnto whom we ought to doe no 
pleaſure nor profit at all.

75 Con- 
Pantine cauſed his ſonne and his brother in law to die, 
without ſhewing a reaſon wherefore: The King of Io- 
tara ſlew all his ſonnes except one, becauſe he ſhould 
be his onely heire : Auibi Clio Mithridates , à noble 
warrior, ſie his mother, brother, and man of his chil. 
dren : Herod put three of his children to death: Final- 
ly, thisdefire of murtherin proceedeth from the vie 
thereof,by the which Erheocles,Polinices, Tidews, Polites, 
Antiochus „Ariſtobulus, and an infinite number of others, 
who afterthey had ben famous warriors, became worſe 
then hangmen: but who will ſpare him, that for ſo ſmal 
a hire, or 3 lory to be accounted warlike, ha- 
zardeth,or rather tele his owne lite?
